The outside civic survey which has 
been endorsed in principle by the entire 
city council can be made ineffective and 
useless if it is not broad enough to include 
every phase of the civic administration. 

And any attempt to limit its scope 
can only be interpreted as an attempt to 
stultify it. 

It is reasonable to expect that such 
attempts will be made. 

If any civic officials have a bad con- 
science with regard to the efficiency of 
their work they will do everything they 
ean to direct the probe away from their 
particular doors. 

If any officials are entrenched in 
ruts of habit and stale custom they will 
do everything possible to narrow the 
survey to such a small focus that the 
whole civic picture will not be thrown into 
a bright light. 

These observations do not constitute 
an indictment of any Edmonton officials 
in particular. But they do constitute an 
indictment of human nature. 

And it is thoroughly natural for

Two freighters, one Swedish, the 
other Norwegian, which were docked in 
Vancouver harbor, wished to transfer a 
cargo of one ton of margarine from one 
ship to the other. This seems a simple 
and innocent operation, particularly since 
the cargo was destined for the U.S., and 
could probably be transferred via barge 
or some other similar conveyaice, with- 
out touching Canadian soil. 

But at this stage, Canadian customs 
officials stepped in and forbade the 
transfer, 

The issue of whether or not mar- 
garine should be permitted to enter 
Canada for sale does not even enter into 
the picture. It was a simple case of where

a shipping company, or perhaps two ship- 
ping companies, wished to arrange an 
exchange of cargo which would in no way 
affect Canada, even though the exchange 
was to take place in a Canadian port. 

Surely laws, which were enacted for 
the protection of Canadian industry, were 
never intended to interfere with the con- 
duct of the trade of other nations, And 
even more surely, these laws were not 
intended to create nuisances which would 
make world traders shy away from Cana- 
dian ports. 

In this time of ever-increasing world 
trade, we should make every effort as a 
nation t6 facilitate in all ways the flow 
of trade through our country, not place 
impediments in the way of trading com- 
panies which may cause delay and dam- 
age to cargoes in which Canada has no 
interest whatsoever.

Some cynic said all big powers 
act like gangsters and all small

do very much good, For the ter- 
rible truth is that the big na- 
tional governments have effect- 
ively by-passed the United Na- 
tions. 

We won't get real world peace 
unless and until the great mass 
of the decent people of all nations 
find some way to by-pass those 
Same governments that have oy- 
passed the UN, 

But don't underestimate that 
noise-bomb dropped by the man 
who has those “hallucinations 
about peace.” 

No government, however well 
entrenched, can disregard the 
anti-war feeling in the hearts and 
minds of all people. I think world 
war three would have been start- 
ed months ago but for the fact 
that there is not a single big 
power on earth that s really sure 
it could carry its people through 
another great war 

It seems to me of profound sig- 
nificance that the war talk varies 
in reverse proportion to the dis- 
tance of the speaker's home from 
the probable outbreak. 


Simpler

Eleanor Roosevelt writes in the 
Christian Register of June, 1948, 
that “there is no question we 
have people in the government, 
and certain people outside, who 
feel that it would probably be 
much simpler to drop a few 
bombs on Russia rignt now than 
to wait until she is stronger.

Moscow radio yesterday laid 
aside its customary attacks on 
the democracies and for a change 
urged closer collaboration be- 
tween Russia and the United 
States to assure lasting peace. 
The commentator declared that 
“just as it was collaboration’ of 
the great powers that made pos- 
sible complete victory over the 
forces of Fascism and militar- 
ism, so collaboration can assure 
a lasting peace at the present 
time.” Since all broadcasts in 
Russia are government-controll- 
ed, we can be sure that this ex- 
traordinary statement had offi- 
cial approval, 

Such a striking about-face from 
the usual caustic criticism of the 
democracies makes us pause to 
enquire “why”? Are the Russians 
talking “for the record,” are 
they on a fishing expedition, or 
do they really mean business? 

There is just one way, as | see 
it, in which full collaboration can 
be secured with the United States. 
That is for Moscow to abandon 
its project of world revolution 
for the establishment of Com- 
munist governments by force. 

The United States never has 
challenged Russia on what the 
latter was doing within Soviet 
borders. However, the United 
States has made it quite clear 
that she will not stand idly by 
while Communism is thrust upon 
small countries which lack the 
strength to defend themselves 


against Moscow-directed aggres- 
sion, 

Mind you, we are not dealing 
with a normal ideological cru- 
sade, One of the cardinal tenets 
of Communism is the necessity 
of using strong-arm methods not 
only in the establishment of Red 
governments but in “persuading” 
unwilling people to subscribe to 
the ism. In this manner little 
countries like Czechoslovakia 
are taken over by Moscow, 

The United States will not 
collaborate with a government 
which pursues any such scheme 
of operations, She will not collab- 
orate with an ideology which says 
that the world isn't big enough 
to hold both “capitalism” and 
Communism and that “capital- 
istic” countries must be destroy- 
ed, She will not tolerate sub- 
versive activities by Communists 
within her own borders, 

Therefore, the only way im 
which Moscow can secure real 
collaboration is to abandon world 
revolution, That would mean 
calling off all phases of the “cold 
war,” including propaganda and 
the underground activities of Red 
agents 

The time has arrived for Bol- 
shevism to purge itself of its 
broken promises and other sins 
if it wants collaboration with the 
United States, It is conceivable 
that collaboration of some sort 
might be worked out on that 
basis.

London.—The Kremtin has at 
last supplied a clear and unequi- 
vocal answer to those who have 
been speculating about the posi- 


tion of the Church in Soviet 
Russia. 
During the past few years, 


there has been a good deal of 
confusion and ill-informed com- 
ment about this, and many ear- 
nest Christians in the West seem 
to have convinced themselves 
that the Soviet Government had 
had a change of heart in its atti- 
tude toward religion, The aboit- 
tion of the anti-religious museum 
in St. Basil's Cathedral on the 
Red Square; the curbing of Mr. 
Yaroslavsky with his Anti-God 
Society; the opening of many 
churches, above all in Moscow, 
during the war; the official recog- 
nition of the Orthodox digni- 
taries; the reception of the Patri- 
archs of Kiev and Moscow by 
Stalin; the formal proclamation 
by the said Patriarchs of a re- 
conciliation between the Bolshe- 
viks and the Church; the crowded 
services; the survival of the 
“ikon-corner” in innumerable cot- 
tages—all this suggested to many 
that the Communist Party, for 
whatever reason, has given up 
the idea of fighting Christianity 


Party Makes 
Restatement 

But no one at all familiar with 
the ways of the Kremlin believed 
this for one moment, and this 
skepticism is finally corfirmed 
by an official restatement of the 
party-line, published, significant- 
ly, on the eve of the celebration 
in Moscow of the 500th anniver- 
sary of the final independence of 
the Orthodox Churen. 

The vehicle was a Pravda lead- 
ing article called “The Impor- 
tance of Scientific Knowledge.” 
It opens by demanding more fire 
and passion in the speeches and 
lectures of Bolshevik teachers 
and propagandists: “Our Sovier 
lecturer is not an unimpassioned 
preacher but a fighting propagan- 
dist and agitator. He is a fighter 
on our ideological front, carry- 
ing the ideas of Lenin and Stalin 
to the masses.” It then delivers 
its real message: a restatement of 
the official] attitude toward re- 
ligion: 


Religious 
Prejudices 

“The lack of the offensive spiri: 
in scientific propaganda is some- 
times shown in an underestimate 
of the importance of the struggle 
against religious prejudices, The 
Stalin Constitution has Paks 


claimed, among other democratie 
liberties of Soviet citizens, free- 
dom of conscience, It recognizes 
the freedom of all citizens to oh- 
serve religious cults as well as to 
carry out anti-religious propa- 
ganda, 

“This is one of the manifesta- 
tions of the consistency of Soviet 
democracy. But freedom of con- 
science does not mean that our 
public and scientific organiza. 
tions are neutral on the ques. 
tion of religion, . . . Lenin de 
manded thnt the source of faith 
and religion should be explained 
in terms of materialism. The 
party, as Stalin teaches us, cane 
not be neutral in face of religion; 
it carries on anti-religious propa- 
ganda against all and every kind 
of religious prejudice because it 
stands for science, whereas re- 
ligious prejudices are opposed to 
science, inasmuch as every re- 
ligion is opposed to science.” | 


Hostile 
Atmosphere 


Nothing could be clearer than 
that. It is a direct encourage- 
ment not only to anti-religious 
propagandists, but also to state 
officials of every kind to discrim- 
inate against church-goers. It ts 
also a warning to every Soviet 
citizen that any one seeking to 
make a career in “our public and 
scientific organizations” had bet- 
ter keep away from church, Fi- 
nally, it is a formal admission of 
the emptiness of the celebrated 
rapprochememt between Church 
and Government. The Russian 
Church, in a word, was worth 
resurrecting for war-time pur- 
poses. It may expect to continue 
(for many still cling to it), but 
in an increasingly hostile atmos- 
phere, 

The anniversary celebrations 
were opened in the Cathedral of 
the Resurrection in Moscow. 
High dignitaries of the Orthodox 
Church from many lands were 
welcomed not only by Alexius, 
the Patriarch of Moscow and All 
Russia, but also, on behalf of the 
Soviet Government, by Mr. Georg! 
Karpov of the Council for Church 
Affairs. There is no contradic- 
tion here. The celebrations have 
been publicized abroad; but they 
do not figure in the Russian press, 
Foreigners may be told about 
them; but Russians may not, And 
in case the devout in Moscow and 
elsewhere should fall into the 
error of thinking that these cele- 
brations indicate an official atti- 
tude still favorable to their faith, 
Pravda has warned them.

long run, cheaper production, 
The process has been tried out in 
a Leeds foundry and steel, which 
formerly took 15 minutes to 
make, is now being made there 
in eight minutes. The process 
was developed by scientists of 
the British Lron and Steel Re- 
search Association, which is spon- 
sored by the whole industry, in 
co-operation with the Leeds com- 
pany, 

This year’s harvest in Scotland 
is expected to be a record one. 
Last. season's high output will 
certainly be maintained and pro- 
bably surpassed. Its value was 
$320 million, which was 31% 
greater than the pre-war figures,
